Remarks 

This Office Action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed January 2 3 2003. 
Claims 3 and 4 have been canceled. Claims 1, 2, and new claim 5 remain pending. 
The rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph has been 
withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) based on Omaru has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Within claim 5, the recitation of "a center portion of said wall of the plurality of walls is thinner 
than any other portion of said second wall" is not found to be enabled by applicant's disclosure 
either by way of literal support in the specification or in the Figures. While it appears to the 
examiner that reference character [10] appears to be drawn to a "second wall", the description of 
this wall is not considered to be readable on the instant "thinner portion". This wall is described 
as a "vertical wall surface" in the form of a "small curved surface" (page 3 at lines 20-21) and 
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having a "concave surface", (page 6 line 1) Continuing on page 6 of the specification, it reads 
"such swelling or expansion of the battery element can be suppressed or prevented because the 
swelling or expanding surface is pressed against convex portion of the curved surface provided 
on the side surface of the battery case." (lines 6-10, emphasis added) Thus, it appears to the 
examiner that the second wall [10], in being disclosed as a curve or concave surface with a 
corresponding convex portion on its opposite side, [emphasis added] would result in this wall to 
have a uniform thickness wall and not one in accordance with the claimed "center portion of said 
second wall. . . is thinner than any other portion of said second wall". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Machida et 
al. (U.S. Pat. 5,443,925). 

Machida teaches a sealed lithium ion battery contained in battery case [25] having a 
wound [24] positive and negative electrode with a separator in-between. (Figures 2A-2C, col. 4 
line 46 et seq.) Figure 3C shows that the casing has a plurality of walls having an inner surface 
and flat outer surfaces. The Figure is relied upon to illustrate that at least two walls, i.e. a first 
and second wall has a curved surface in which a center portion thereof is thinner than any other 
portion within each wall.
